today

The freeway trial ended yesterday 
in Santa Maria Superior Court for 
all practical purposes with Judge 
Marion A. Smith scheduled to hear 
final 
arguments 
and 
render a 
decision today. 
At stake are issues that could spell 
life or death for the Highway 1 
bypass development. 
Judge 
Smith 
took 
over 
the 
questioning himself as the court 
heard 
testimony 
from 
a 
final 
witness. Then he launched into a 
brief soliloquy before leaving the 
bench. “ We’d all like things to stay 
as they are,” he said. He noted thè 
increasing congestion of the beaches 
and ended by admonishing his 
listeners not to take his remarks as 
indicating what his final decision 
would be. 
Court observers, however, were 
not so sure they hadn’t seen the 
judicial handwriting on the wall. 
Earlier in an even more telling 
series of statements, Judge Smith 
said the courts are not in a position 
to decide technical questions. The 
courts 
cannot 
get 
into 
social 
matters, he said, or into the field of 
legislation, but rather must decide 
whether there had been any abuse of 
the law. Then he spelled out the 
importance of the separation of 
powers, but added that he was 
concerned with the consequences of 
any development. 
In 
his 
questioning 
of 
Ralph 
Lejonhud, the Division of Highways 
engineer 
whose 
testimony 
has 
dominated the nine-day trial, Judge 
Smith dwelt on landscaping. He 
elicited information from Lejonhud 
that the state will lancscape the 
Highway 246 interchange and plant 
trees and shrubs to screen the 
Grefco plant operation from the 
eyes of freeway travelers. The 
center of the mining plant operation 
is located immediately adjacent to 
the interchange. 
The end came soon after one of 
the more dramatic moments of the 
trial during questioning by Lompoc 
Attorney 
Burce 
Sharpe 
who 
represents 
PLU S, 
Preserve 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings and 
Homeowners 
Security 
Alliance. 
Sharpe 
hammered 
away 
at 
Lejonhud trying to establish that the 
state 
itself 
had 
suggested 
withdrawing the bypass from the 
priority 
construction 
program. 
Toward the end of the embattled 
exchange, Sharpe declared: “ Isn’t it 
a fact that you can’t put the bypass 
into any functional classification 
because it serves no function?” 
Lejonhud 
remained 
unshaken, 
however, and stoutly maintained 
that the state had never withdrawn 
the bypass from its construction 
priority. 
Judge Smith ended the line of 
questioning despite a passionate 
appeal by Sharpe. Sharpe said the 
state had failed to satisfy the 
dictates of the law and had failed to 
provide proper public notice on the 
various 
steps 
of 
the 
bypass 
program. 
Judge 
Smith 
refused 
to 
reconsider. 
Sharpe was crushed. As he left the 
courtroom he said Judge Smith was 
a solid “ wall” refusing to consider 
new lines of thinking on the issues of 
the trial. 
Earlier in the day testimony was 
heard 
from 
Arneta 
Crossman, 
official of PLUS, and from John 
Cios and Robert W. Hoffman, all in 
opposition to the bypass. 
Sharpe was contesting the state’s 
position along with father and son 
attorneys Pier and John Gherini 
who represented themselves and the 
Joseph 
J. 
Bosio 
family. 
The 
Gherinis 
and 
the 
Bosios 
own 
property that is sought by the state 
for freeway right of way. 
The state’s case was handled by 
attorneys 
Norval 
Fairman 
and 
Frank McEnany.

WASHINGTON iU Ph - Vice 
President Spiro T Agnew is under 
investigation in a case involving 
allegations of bribery, extortion and 
tax fraud in his home state of 
Maryland 
He acknowledged he was under 
investigation 
for 
“ possible 
violations of the criminal statutes” 
but said he was innocent. 
Agnew was formally notified last 
week by the Justice Department 
that he was being investigated by 
the 
U.S. 
Attorney’s 
office 
in 
Baltimore, the Wall Street Journal, 
the Washington Post and The New 
York 
Times 
reported 
in 
their 
editions today. 
The Journal said the allegations 
against Agnew included bribery, 
extortion and tax fraud. 
The vice president, who had been 
relatively 
untouched 
by 
the 
Watergate 
scandal 
rocking 
the 
Nixon administration, proclaimed 
his innocence. 
“ I have been informed that I am 
under investigation 
for possible 
violations of the criminal statutes,” 
Agnew said in a statement issued by 
his office Monday night. 
“ I will make no further comment 
until the investigation has been 
completed, other than to say that I 
am innocent of any wrongdoing, that 
I have complete confidence in the

WASHINGTON (U P!) - The Cost 
of Living Council announced today 
most of the administration s final 
Phase IV regulations and said firms 
will be able to raise some prices 10 
per cent or more starting as early as 
next week. 
The council said companies with 
annual sales of $100 million or more 
would have to give 30 days notice 
before raising prices above base* 
levels 
Firms with sales under $100 
million a year can raise prices 
starting Monday without advance 
notification to the government 
Council Director John T Dunlop 
emphasized that companies could 
raise prices overall only to the 
extent of their increased costs 
Dunlop told a news conference 
that the new regulations cover all 
sectors of the economy governed by 
the price control program, except 
for food, 
petroleum 
insurance, 
construction and health They will 
go into effect Sunday at the end of 
the current price freeze.

Department who is in charge of its 
criminal division and remains in 
overall charge of the Watergate 
investigation 
Petersen is to be the next witness

Supervisors to take another look at study

On second thought, the Santa 
B arb ara 
County 
Board 
ot 
Supervisors decided Monday to give 
another look at a San Francisco 
consultant's 
proposed 
18-month 
general 
plan 
study 
program 
envisioning 
a 
possible 
cost 
of 
$500,000 to the county 
“Hindsight 
is 
20-20 
vision, 
commented one member of the 
board after the supervisors agreed 
to hold up action on a proposed 
$450,000 contract agreement, later 
revised 
to 
$410,000 
without 
contingencies, submitted by the 
firm of Livingston and Blayney, city 
and regional planners. 
The supervisors took these actions 


Monday: 
— 
Agreed 
to 
give 
further 
consideration to the general plan 
program Sept. 
14 to invite bid 
responses 
from 
the 
other 
two 
finalists among the original 
10 
consultants interviewed. 
— Approved getting an estimate 
on cost and capability of having the 
County 
Planning 
D epartm ent 
perform the task without an outside 
consultant firm. 
The 
feeling 
was 
expressed 
Monday that the county had almost 
got itself locked in on approval of 
the Livingston and Blayney contract 
proposal 
without 
getting 
actual 
competitive bids from the other 
“finalists.” 
Some supervisors had appeared 


worried about the project, in view of 
the high cost and because the county 
has appropriated only $300,000 in the 
current county budget. 
Federal revenue sharing funds are 
to finance the project, said County 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson, 
who said 
the present 
general plan completed in 1965 is 
“outdated.” 
The Planning Department had 
estimated that in addition to the 
consultant fees, the planning section 
would need another $50,000 for extra 
help to aid the consultant. 
Johnson 
felt 
an 
additional 
requirement of $162,000 would be 
needed from revenue sharing to 
fund the project as outlined by the 
San Francisco firm and the county 


planners. This was based on the 
shrunken 
contract 
of 
$410,000 
(minus contingency item of $50,000 
earlier proposed), and $50,000 for 
planning department augmentation. 
Johnson 
recommedned 
to the 
board 
Monday 
that 
the 
board 
“indicated its policy” to proceed 
with comprehensive plan revisions 
as outlined and authorize the county 
counsel to prepare a contract with 
the San Francisco firm for $410.000. 
E a r l i e r , 
J o h n s o n 
had 
recommended the board make its 
decision shortly so as not to disrupt 
the county’s time schedule for the 
program, aimed at complying with 
state legislation to have the general 
plan and zoning made consistent by 
the end of 1973.

senior

Door closed on fund requests 


Santa Barbara County supervisors voted 
3-2 Monday to shut the door on further 
requests for federal revenue sharing funds, 
after turning down a late request for a 
$20,000 appropriation from Phoenix, Inc., a 
youth rehabilitation agency based in the 
Santa Barbara area. 
The board also agreed on a motion by 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin to set Jan. 
31. 1974, as cutoff point for requests for 
revenue sharing funds for the 1974-75 fiscal 
year. 
A motion for approval of the Phoenix, 
Inc. request by Supervisor Catterlin had 
lost out when it was deadlocked, 2-2. 
Supervisor James M. Slater had abstained 
from voting. 
The Phoenix project, which provides 24- 


hour residential treatment of young people 
with 
law 
enforcement 
and 
family 
problems, was supported in letters from 
William Luton, a member of the board of 
directors, and Eleanor Wright, a member 
of the County Civil Service Commission. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost, who voted in 
favor of the appropriation, said he felt it 
fitted in well with the program of Sheriff 
John W. Carpenter aimed at rehabilitation 
of first-offenders. 
The board agreed with Slater that one 
revenue-sharing 
project 
proposal, 
described as being “ in the pipeline” for 
consideration, might win approval later. 
This was described as a mental health- 
oriented program where documentation 
had been delayed.

The insurrection started the afternoon of July 27 and 
ended when the inmates were locked in barren cells 
Saturday afternoon.

Get the job done 


The State Legislature, fresh from a six 
week vacation, is back to work at the State 
Capitol allegedly prepared to attack a 
mountain of controversial legislation. 
They will stay in session until mid- 
September when they will recess again 
until the first of the year — the blessings of 
the two-year session approved by the 
voters last November. 
First on the agenda will be an attem pt to 
do away with the additional one-cent sales 
tax which was imposed July 1. No one 
wants the additional tax which adds $1.8 
million a day to the already huge $829, 
million revenue surplus. 
Other key issues facing the lawmakers 
include no-fault insurance, tied up in the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee; 
capital 
punishment which will be considered by 
the Assembly Criminal Justice Committee 
Aug. 
14; 
women’s 
rights; 
collective 
bargaining rights; regional government; 


election and campaign reforms; rapid 
t r a n s i t 
and 
five 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
amendments and three bills concerning 
higher education. 
Most observers are willing to bet that 
little of the controversial legislation will 
be approved in this session. With two years 
to work on the subject and the checks and 
balances offered by a Republican governor 
and a Democratic legislature, in addition 
to the fact that many legislators are 
playing 
the 
political 
chess 
game 
in 
anticipation of elections next year, there 
isn't much hope for issues which are 
divided strongly. 
Frankly, we believe this is a sorry 
situation, particularly in light of the fact 
that lawmakers approved a budget to 
finance their own operations of nearly $45 
million for the current fiscal year. 
It is time to put the public pressure on 
the legislature to get the job done.

It is a 
melancholy com m entary that this 
seems to be the case wherever there 
is political stability. Melancholy 
because wherever there is political 
stability in Latin America there is 
usually a one-party state. Mexico is 
wonderfully skilled at giving the 
illusion of democracy. The cynics 
call it ‘‘la democracia dirigida,” a 
program m ed democracy. But every 
five years they conduct elections 
as though they were the real thing, 
and the opposition is perm itted not 
the handful of votes they go in for 
behind the Iron Curtain, but ten or 
eleven per cent, and the press 
makes it sound like a hair-breadth 
victory. It is a fascinating country, 
and I shall continue to visit it often, 
and I promise never to involve 
myself in its domestic affairs.

Committee stacking 


The 
leg islativ e 
co m m ittee 
system ’s integrity, or w hat’s left of 
it, has sufferred a damaging blow. 
T here 
is 
no 
co n stitu tio n al 
provision for the system. It need not 
exist. But the theory is that it 
perm its far more searching review 
of proposed law changes than would 
be possible if all m easures were 
simply dumped into one big hopper 
and voted upon by the full body 
without screening. 
For the system to work well the 
m e m b e r s 
should 
be 
persons 
endowed with expertise in the given 
field assigned or possessed with a 
keen interest which m otivates them 
to more than average knowledge of 
the subjects. 
In 
Congress, 
where 
seniority 
rules, com m itteem en presumably 
gain proficiency by length of service 
and the chairm en are the most 
senior. 
In any event the system cannot 
work 
unless 
the 
com m itteem en 
work at it. They must not only 
fam iliarize them selves with the 
proposals and their ram ifications, 
they must attend m eetings, listen to 
the argum ents and participate in the 
deliberations. 
On the prem ise that this is done, 
the rest of the m em bers place great 
reliance upon com m ittee actions 
and recommendations. They expect 
th e 
c o m m i t t e e s 
to 
t a b l e 
unnecessary proposals and refer for 
further study those m easures which 
fail 
to 
provide 
sa tisfa c to ry 
solutions. 
They also expect the 
com m ittees to submit to the full 
body proposals of a magnitude to 
w arrant the combined consideration 
of all the members. 
The com m ittee system has been 
zealously protected by the m em bers 
over the years. They resist motions 
to withdraw bills from com m ittees. 
Such 
motions 
are 
viewed 
as 
bypassing com m ittees and a frontal 
a t t a c k 
up on 
t h e 
s y s t e m . 
Occasionally, in the house, bills are 
withdrawn by the m embership but 
the Senate honors an unwritten rule 
against it. 
If the com m ittee system is to 
have value, com m ittee decisions, 
like those of baseball umpires, must 
be sustained. If this were not so both 
houses 
would 
find 
themselves 
bogged down in consideration of 
bills which couldn’t even m uster 
enough support to win favorable 
action in committee. 
But the strength of the comm ittee 
system in the Assembly has been 
suffering by lack of attendance and 
the practice of proxy voting This 
latter perm its a m em ber to be 
credited with voting even though he 
is not at the meeting, doesn’t hear 
the 
argum ents 
and 
contributes 
nothing to the deliberations. 
This 
inattentiveness 
can 
be 
charged partly to the method of 
com m ittee m em ber selection. This 
is all done single handedly by the 
Speaker. Seniority and expertise are 
incidental. 
Partisanship 
is 
all. 
Those who support the Speaker get 
the favored spots. And because he 
also determ ines what bills go to 
what com m ittee, he often dictates 
the fate of legislation beforehand. 
Not satisfied with this vast power 
to rig com m ittees with those with 
whom 
he 
has 
predeterm ined 
understandings on various issues 
before the legislature, Speaker Bob 
Moretti has invented a new wrinkle. 


Finding things not going exactly the 
way he planned, he has taken to 
enlarging com m ittee memberships.
